Upland’s Senior Citizens 





rhe senior citizens of Upland 
are doing a lot of walking these 
days and not by choice, 

Since the O-U busline between 
Ontario and Upland was discon- 
tinued two months ago, the sen- 
ior citizens have been forced to 
ravage their budgets with cab 
fares, impose on friends andrel- 
atives, or walk. 

Some have had to ask for wel- 


“‘’ve never been on welfare in 
my life,’ says Mrs. Mary T. 
Dean who will be 88 on Oct, 8 
“1 dont’ intend to go on welfare 
now,’”” 

Mrs. Dean’s daughter drives 
to Upland from Corona to take 
her to the doctor, to shop and 
to the bank to cash her small 
social security check. 

“This beautiful old city al- 
ways had dignity,’’ Mrs, Dean 
Said. “But it is loosing its dig- 
nity because of its unconcern 
for the senior citizens.” 

Upland senior citizens like 
senior citizens in all communi- 
ties have been sorely hit be in- 
flation. The discontinuance of 
the O-U busline, their only means 
of public transportation, focused 
their disillusionment on the im- 
mediate problem of how to get 


from one place to another on a 
fixed income, 

“The senior citizens can walk 
a little,”” said Frank lagrow, a 
77 year old retired tool and die 
maker. ‘“‘But for 32 days after 
the bus quit running, we had a 
heat wave. How can the old peo-= 
ple walk several miles in that 
heat?”’ 

Isgrow lives on a social se= 
curity check and a small World 
War | pension, Like Mrs, Dean 
he does not want to go on welfare, 
Since the bus quit running, he 
walks, 

Bauchman, owner of the O-U 
Line said he was forced to dis- 
continue the bus because only 
an average of 175 to 200 people 
rode the bus each day, He needed 
350 riders, he said, to make 
enough money for maintenance 
and repair of the busses, 

Among the 175 to 200 people 
who rode the bus were the low 
income residents of the two cit- 
ies who cannot afford acar, those 
families who can afford only one 
car, and the senior citizens, 

Since the busses quit os 
foot traffic in downtown Upland 
of senior citizens has greatly 
increased,
